the Banks, which are now all covered with VVater. 

As for the ſad Lofſes of Country Carriers, Clothiers, &c. every 
Inn catffurniſh you with roo many Deplorable Diſaſters, ſome have 
becngorced to Lie a week togeimer on the Road ata place, others 
more Bold but leſs Diſcreet, have unadviſcdly ventured to go on, 
and Loft all their Horſes, and ſome of them their Lifes : Infomuch 
{that we have it from Credible perſons that 'tis already known, thar 
no leſs then Nine V Vaggons, Horſes, and all together, with moſt 
of the Men, and ſome Paſſengers, have been Caft away in their 
Joumeys towards London within this Three weeks. 

Much morewe might Relate, but we hope this may be enough 
to Aﬀect the Reader, and make him Refleta little on the fatal Con- 
equences threatned by theſe moſt Immoderate floods, thus violent- 
tyseftroying the Fr=1s Of the Earth, Ruining particular Fawilies, 
kad Ob ing publick Commerce amongft our Selves ; or rather 
o awaken him to Hear the Red, and Who bath appeinted it, To con-
